The distinction of being the best- 
posted woman in America on politics 
and statecraft, is generally accorded 
to Miss Helen Cannon, daughter of 
the Speaker of the U. S. House of Re­ 
presentatives. 
Speaker Cannon who 
is genial and democratic in manner, 
is a man of many close friendships, but 
no one is so close to him as his only 
unmarried daughter who has presided 
over his household since the death of 
his wife, many years ago. 
Miss Cannon emphatically disproves 
the theory that a woman cannot keep 
a secret. 
As the confidante of the 
official, who, next to the President, is 
the most powerful man in the United 
States, she probably learns more of 
what is going on “behind the scenes” 


When Congress is not in session, 
Miss Cannon is mistress of her father’s 
home at Danville, Illinois. There, as 
in Washington, she is always prepared 
for company, for the Speaker’s married 
daughter with her children, spends 
much time at the Cannon home, and 
relatives and friends always feel free 
to “drop in’’ at almost any time. 


Official Feminine Calls. 
In the social life of the national cap­ 
ital, Miss Cannon occupies, by virtue 
of her father’s position, a unique posi­ 
tion. Possibly not all our readers are 
aware of the many unwritten laws that 
govern the exchange of calls between 
women whose husbands or fathers oc­ 
cupy prominent positions at Washing­ 
ton. 
For instance, official etiquette 
prescribes that the wife of a newly 
elected 
Senator or Representative 
must make the first call upon the wives 
of all those Congressmen who are her 
husband’s seniors in service. 
Miss 
Cannon, 
however, 
in 
accordance 
with these same unwritten laws, is not 
compelled to make a “first call” upon 
any ladies in Washington, save the 
wife of the President and the wife of 
the Vice President. All this fuss as to 
who shall call first may appear ridicu­ 
lous to persons who are not brought 
in contact with life at our seat of gov­ 
ernment, and possibly Miss Cannon 
who is thoroughly democratic may re-

in official life than any other member 
of her sex, yet never so much as once 
has she let her tongue slip when 
“mum” was the word, and this is more 
than can be said of some men of exalt­ 
ed position.

Incidentally it may be noted that 
Miss Cannon is largely responsible for 
so many of these political star cham­ 
ber sessions being held at the Cannon 
residence instead of in the Speaker’s 
private office at the Capitol or some­ 
where else. Few readers of this need 
be told that the average man sets 
great store by good cooking, and the 
popularity won by Senator Hanna’s 
famous “hash breakfasts” 
goes 
to 
prove that the President and other 
high officials of the nation are no ex­ 
ception to the masculine rule. 
Well, just here one has a hint as to 
the magnet which helps to draw many 
men of affairs to the Speaker’s home 
instead of to his office. Miss Cannon 
is a splendid housekeeper, and is an ex­ 
pert in preparing or superintending 
the preparation of those plain, whole­ 
some dishes which never fail to make 
a hit with men who are weary of hotel 
cooking. In things to eat, as in dress, 
Speaker Cannon does not go in for 
much in the way of “frills”, but no man 
who knows what is in store for him 
ever declines an invitation to dine at 
his house.

URGES E A S Y SPELLING. 


Supreme Court Justice Joins With 
Other Well-Known Men—Carnegie 
Gives Fund to Aid Cause. 
Associate Justice David J. Brewer of 
the United States Supreme Court is 
deeply interested in the adoption of a 
scientific regulation of English spell­ 
ing. 
Justice Brewer is a member of the 
board of which Brander Mathews, of 
New York, is chairman. 
About 750 
have agreed to adopt for customary 
use in their own personal correspond­ 
ence the following twelve simplified 
spellings, heretofore recommended and 
used by the National Educational So­ 
ciety, namely, program, catolog, deca- 
log, prolog, demagog, pedagog, tho, al- 
tho, thoro, thorofare, thru and thruout. 
In May and June, 1905, many distin­ 
guished scholars, literary men, and 
scientists signed the promise, and now 
the committee has been permanently 
organized, under the name of the Sim­ 
plified Spelling Board. 
Funds ade­ 
quate for the purpose have been given 
by 
Andrew 
Carnegie, 
the 
justice 
thinks, to the amount of $15,000, the 
income of which is to be devoted to the 
interests of the organization. 
Among the members of the board 
are E. Benjamin Andrews, chancellor 
of the University of Nebraska; David 
J. Brewer, associate justice of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States; 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University; Andrew Carne­ 
gie, Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain), 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson, Will­ 
iam Dean Howells, Prof. Lownsbury 
of Yale, Prof. James of Harvard, Ben­ 
jamin E. Smith, editor of the Century 
Magazine.

ICEBERG IN DELAWARE. 


Huge Mo nntain of Ice To wed From 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland. 


The Strenuous Work of a Tug’s 
Crew—One of the Strangest and 
Perhaps the Most Valuable Prize 
Ever Taken by a Ship. 
• • 
In order that the city of Philadel­ 
phia might be rescued from an ice fam­ 
ine a powerful ocean-going tug has ac­ 
complished the almost impossible feat 
of capturing a huge iceberg, and tow­ 
ing it into port. Never in the world’s 
history has this wonderful achieve­ 
ment been duplicated, and contrasted 
with it the fascinating exploits re­ 
counted by the marine historian Sin- 
bad, the sailor, appear commonplace 
and trivial. 
With its mountain of ice in tow, the 
tug passed up the Delaware River 
creating consternation among the float" 
ing world on the stream, as observers 
could not imagine other than that the 
floating mountain was being driven up 
the bay by some freak of wind and cur­ 
rent, to the great danger of shipping. 
Its approach was responsible for some 
frenzied telegraphing, which threw the 
shipping interests into a panic. Orders 
were issued to hold up the sailing of 
every vessel due to leave, and mes­ 
sages were dispatched to lower Dela­ 
ware station to intercept several out­ 
bound steamers and warn them to seek 
anchorage out of the berg’s path. 


Maritime Interests Excited. 
For several hours maritime inter­ 
ests were intensely excited by the un­ 
heard-of presence of an iceberg in the 
bay. Later, when the true story of the 
wonderful feat was flashed over the 
wire, it seemed so utterly incredible 
that the excitement, if anything, was 
increased. It was not until one of the 
fastest tugs in the harbor had steamed 
down the bay and wired verification of 
the story that the panic was allayed. 
Only the providential co-operation of 
the winds and tides, and the most fa­ 
vorable weather conditions enabled 
the tug to accomplish the feat. In spite 
of the almost inconceivable risks at­ 
tendant upon the berg’s capture, not a 
member of the tug’s crew was injured. 


Two Men Frost-Bitten. 
Two men suffered from bad frost­ 
bites, but this was due to their own 
carelessness in braving the arctic tem­ 
perature in the berg's vicinity without 
proper clothing. Their experience was 
a warning to the rest of the crew, and 
when the tug with the prize passed the 
Breakwater every man aboard was 
muffled as if for a Peary relief expedi­ 
tion. 
The length of the iceberg was 500 
feet, and it is estimated that it will 
yield fully 500,000 tons, which is nearly 
sufficient to make up the shortage in 
ice crop due to the mild winter. The 
work of cutting up the mountain of ice 
will have to be pushed because of the 
rapidity with which! it will melt under 
the spring sunshine. 
The monster berg was captured off 
the Grand Banks of Newfoundland. 
It was made fast at great risk by the 
daring men on the tug, who, in small 
boats tied staunch ropes around the 
mountain of ice, and then let out a 
long tow-line from the tug and, with 
grappling hooks, secured a fastening 
which held firm after several attempts 
had resulted in failure. The crew of 
the tug will share in the money the 
prize will yield, As icebergs are brok­ 
en off portions of glaciers, the ice 
yielded will be of good quality. 


M ADE FORTUNE IN WORMS. 


Maine Florist Returns to Sweden 
After Breeding Bait. 


By far the most popular bait for 
all kinds of fishing in Maine are liv­ 
ing earthworms, which have the odor 
of the ground about them and which 
seem to be choice tidbits, not only ror 
trout and landlocked salmon, but also 
for pickerel, perch, black bass and, in­ 
deed, every species of food fish that 
swims in fresh water. As the Maine 
soil is deficient in humus and lacking 
in decaying vegetable matter, angle 
worms are not plentiful. 
More than ten years ago Carl Beers, 
a florist of Bangor, went into the busi­ 
ness of rearing earthworms for the 
purpose of selling them to the local 
fishermen, as well as for shipment to 
Boston. He imported a breed of dark 
purple worms from Belgium, 
which 
were 
prolific 
breeders, 
though 
course and strong flavored, and later 
he secured a box of giant angleworms 
from India. 
In the course of a few 
years he was able to supply 
live 
worms by the million to his custom­ 
ers. 
Those shipped to Boston were sold 
in job lots of 75 cents a pound. 
To 
the home customers he sold worms of 
average size for 10 cents a dozen. 
Though his green house was a small 
one, and though his trade in flowers 
was never extensive, he made money 
rapidly from the sale of worms, un­ 
til last year, when he retired and 
went to his old home in Sweden, a 
wealthy man. 
Sidney Cook, of Presque Isle, the 
inventor of several diving appliances 
used by men who work in deep wat­ 
ers, was the next man to attract at­ 
tention as a public benefactor in the 
bait line. 
Mr. Cook says his Inven­ 
tion was made possible through hav­ 
ing watched the Indians of Canada 
when they sought worms for bait. 
“All earthworms come to the sur­ 
face at night,” said he, “and feed on 
the grasses and rotting leaves near 
the entrance to their burrows. While 
the worms were busy eating, the In­ 
dians of Canada had a habit of drag­ 
ging a blanket with its under side 
smeared with bird lime along the sur­ 
face of the land, thus picking up the 
fat worms together with sticks and 
lumps of earth and small pebbles. 
“After dredging the land for a time 
the Indians carried the blanket to the 
camp, picked off the worms, and add­ 
ed another coating 
of 
bird 
lime. 
Though 
I 
have been praised very 
much for my invention, it is not mine 
by rights, as I gained the idea from 
Indians. 


NIAGARA FALLS IN DANGER. 


Joint Resolution in Congress For 
Their Preservation. 


Proposal to Unite With Canada in 
an Effort to Stop Further Depre­ 
dations Which Will Destroy the 
Scenic Grandeur. 
At last the national law-makers 
have come to a realizing sense of the 
danger which threatens Niagara Falls, 
the most beautiful of all the world's 
natural wonders. 
By a joint resolution of the Senate 
and House of Representatives the 
International Commission, created un­ 
der the River and Harbor Act of 1902, 
was requested to report to Congres», 
at an early day, what action was, in 
their judgment, necessary and desir­ 
able to prevent the further depletion 
of water flowing over Niagara Falls 
and were further directed to exert, 
in conjunction with the members of 
said 
Commission 
representing 
the 
Dominion of Canada, if practicable, 
all possible efforts for the preserva­ 
tion of the falls in their natural con­ 
dition. 


Report of Committee. 
This Commission promptly reported 
that if any benefit was to be derived 
by legislation, immediate action was 
necessary and outlined a plan which 
it believed would have the desired 
effect, providing Canada would unite 
with this government in curbing the 
greed of promotors and speculators. 
The report says, in part: “As a step 
in that direction we recommend that 
legislation be enacted which shall con­ 
tain the following provisions, viz: 
"The Secretary of War to be author­ 
ized to grant- permits for the diversion 
of 28,500 cubic feet of water per 
second, and no more, from the waters 
naturally tributary to Niagara Falls. 
* * * All 
other 
diversions 
of 
water which is naturally tributary to 
Niagara Falls to be prohibited, ex­ 
cept such as may be required foi 
locks in navigation of canals. 
The foregoing prohibition to remain 
in force two years, and then to be 
come the permanent law of the land, 
if, in the meantime the Canadian 
government shall have enacted legis­ 
lation prohibiting the diversion of 
water whitu is naturally tributary to 
Niagara Falls in excess of 36,000 cubic 
feet per second.” 


Dependent on Canada. 
It will be noted that unless the 
British government unites with this 
country in its effort to save the natural 


School Garden Education. 
Every child likes to play in the mud 
and dirt, to make sand houses and 
caves, mud pies, and even to plant a 
garden, breaking off the twigs of trees 
and pulling weeds, which are carefully 
planted and watered, furnishing diver­ 
sion and pleasure for the day. 
It is 
an easy matter to direct the youthful 
mind a little further along this line 
and interest it in a real miniature gar­ 
den. It is not an untried theory, but 
a fact, abundantly proven in all the 
large and many of our small cities. 
Philadelphia has 
what 
are 
called 
“Municipal Gardens;” Boston has a 
dozen 
“School 
Gardens;” 
Chicago, 
Detroit, Washington, Cleveland, Los 
Angeles, in fact, almost all cities have 
successfully worked out either the 
school garden or the vacant lot culti­ 
vation idea, two separate propositions, 
it is true, but closely allied. 
The 
school garden idea opens up an easy 
and agreeable avenue to what proves 
more of a diversion than a task to the 
young. New York has only one such 
farm garden, but on its one or two 
acres, the children plant and raise both 
flowers and vegetables, while in an 
extemporized cook-house they prepare 
the vegetables for the table and enjoy 
the flavor of the fruits of their labor. 
Besides this instruction in the culinary 
art, a bedroom in miniature furnishes 
an opportunity for the girls to learn 
how to care for rooms. 
In Phila­ 
delphia the relation of the municipal 
gardens and the schools is intimate. 
But to see this idea worked out, per­ 
haps, at its best one must study it as 
it is in Boston. There, a private organ­ 
ization known as the School Garden 
Association, for six years or more has 
been developing little centers where 
the children delight to plant and culti­ 
vate, furnishing object lessons of the 
utility of such work which it is hoped, 
may lead to its addition to the school 
curriculum, and with this idea in 
mind these school gardens are located 
quite generally on land adjacent to 
school-houses, some of the regular 
school teachers gladly acting the part 
of instructors. 
The effect upon the 
little workers in these plots is in every 
way happy and should lead to their 
more general use.

The only change I have made is 
to go out with a light giving forth a 
violet color and allowing it to shine 
for a few minutes upon the land to 
be visited with the smeared blanket. 
Most lights frighten earthworms and 
drive them underground, which is the 
reason why they feed in the dark, but 
a light that carries a blue or a violet 
blue shade seems to soothe the crea­ 
tures 
and makes them careless of 
danger. 
“Or perhaps the worms are hypno­ 
tized by the strange glare and cannot 
get away. 
That is the way a dash 
lamp acts upon deer at night, and I 
think a deer should know as much as 
an angleworm.”

The 
Treaty of Ghent places the American 
boundary at a point well out into the 
deep part of the river channel and 
affords ample opportunity to make 
necessary excavations. 


beauty of Niagara Falls little can be 
accomplished, and from past experi­ 
ence it seems more than doubtful that 
such will be the case. In the matter 
of the international boundary and the 
seal controversy, Canada certainly did 
not show an over friendly spirit and 
there is no reason to assume that her 
attitude has changed in the least, but 
it would seem probable that she will 
use all her great influence with the 
mother country to defeat any friendly 
agreement that might be proposed. " 
This conclusion of Canada's probable 
attitude is not reached entirely on ac­ 
count of any unfriendly feeling, but 
because of two very important facts: 
one of these is the greater width and 
depth of the channel on the Canadian 
side, which would insure a splendid 
flow over the Horseshoe Falls after 
the American side' is entirely dry. 
It is asserted that Ontario Province 
now receives from the Commissioners 
of Queen Victoria Niagara Park, a 
minimum annual rental of $60,000 for 
the water rights granted there, and 
when the plants for which these 
grants were made are in full operation, 
the annual rentals to the government 
will amount to over $300,000. 
It is further asserted that additional 
water could be granted by Canada 
which would produce an annual rental 
of another $300.000, and still not seri­ 
ously affect the Canadian side of the 
Falls, while the American Falls would 
be entirely drained long before this 
enormous rental was due. 
There would seem, however, te be a

If anything is to be accomplished 
in the matter it is necessary to act 
at once, for if more corporations ob­ 
tain control of the water rights it 
will be impossible for either the nation 
or New York State to repurchase them 
without an absolutely enormous ex­ 
penditure of money. 


Lack of Interest. 
It is certainly to be regretted that 
the American people have so long 
neglected the most beautiful fall of 
water in the world, and have allowed 
any part of it to be converted to pri­ 
vate gain or corporate greed. 
Even now, in the face of all that 
has been said and written on the 
subject, there seems to be an attitude 
of half-heartedness on the part of 
the people to act, which is well illus­ 
trated by the fact that Senator L’Hom- 
medieu, of the New York State legis­ 
lature, has asked the Senate to kill his 
bill restricting the taking of water 
from Niagara River above the falls for 
power purposes and says in defense 
of his action, “I cannot find any senti­ 
ment in favor of protecting Niagara 
Falls, and I’m tired of being attacked 
on the subject of my bills relating to 
this subject.” 


MAMMOTH INCUBATOR. 


A Hatching Machine That Does the 
Work of One Thousand Setting 
Hens. 
The largest incubator in the world, 
with a capacity of 15,000 eggs, has 
just been completed by W. P. Hall of 
Pembroke, N. Y. 
It is 102 feet long, 
and 4 feet 4 inches wide. 
Partitions 
divide it into 100 compartments, each 
accommodating two trays. 
The trays 
have wire bottoms, and hold 75 eggs 
each. To fill this incubator a single 
time with 
common—not 
thorough­ 
bred—eggs woud require an expendi­ 
ture of $6,000, for eggs of the requis­ 
ite freshness would cost forty cents a 
dozen. As one hen covers fifteen eggs 
for hatching, the incubator does the 
work of 1,000 fowls, or has the capa­ 
city of one hen sitting constantly for 
nearly ten years. 
The incubator is heated by means 
of a coil of eight steam pipes passing 
over the top of the egg chamber on 
one side and returning on the other. 
These pipes are connected, at one end 
of the structure, to a water tank and 
heater. 
The water flowing 
through 
the pipes is heated to exactly the 
right temperature, a thermostat at­ 
tached to the stove opening and clos­ 
ing the drafts to make this possible. 
The only attention required by the 
heater is supplying it with coal night 
and morning. 
The thermostat Is an 
expansion 
tank, 
10 
by 18 Inches, 
which stands over the heater. 
The 
tank is filled with oil, in which is a 
float. 
As the heat of the furnace 
warms the water, the water in the 
jacket 
surrounding 
the heater ex­ 
pands, and the float in the oil rises. 
This movement closes a throttle at­ 
tached to the floatarm, and shuts the 
draft of the heater; another lever at 
the same time opens the cold-air' draft 
of the furnace. 
In this way the tem­ 
perature is regulated automatically, 
with extremely little variation, the 
eggs being kept at 102 degrees F. 
A second novel feature Is that the 
heat of the eggs is regulated by rais­ 
ing or lowering them in the egg cham­ 
ber, which is nearly a foot high in­ 
side, burlap separating it from 
tne 
pipes. 
The egg trays rest on double 
frames 
hinged by galvanized arms 
or levers. As the chicks develop, the 
trays are lowered on these supports, 
the first drop being made in six days, 
and others at intervals, until, on the 
twenty-first day, the trays are 
rest­ 
ing on the bottoms of the chambers. 
All infertile eggs are tested out on 
the seventh day. 
Mr. Hall built small incubators at 
first, but the oil bill for forty of his 
small incubators, with 8,000 eggs ca­ 
pacity, was $150 for a season, while a 
large incubator was run three months 
at an expense of less than $8 for 
coal.

Goes to A sylum . 


As a Boy He Could Speak Thirteen 
Languages—Mind Unhinged by a 
Great Criminal Trial—Has Been 
Insane Fifty Years. 


Jacob Newman Free, “the immortal 
J. N„” has reached the end of his 
travels. 
He was finally adjudged in­ 
sane, and will spend the remainder of 
his days in the State Hospital of To­ 
ledo. He is now seventy-eight years 
old. 
Thus passes a character known in 
every sizable town in every State in 
the W est For more than half a cen­ 
tury he lived as the birds live. No town 
or State could claim him as its own. In 
each he was at home and among 
friends. It is his claim, and it is not 
disputed, that he knows more peo­ 
ple personally than any other living 
man. 
For fifty years he has travelled up 
and down and across the country, rid­ 
ing free on nearly every railroad, and 
living without expense in the best ho­ 
tels, the towns he visited, afforded. 


D. H. on Every Railroad. 
Still in his possession are a hundred 
slips reading “Good for J. N. ” 
His 
most treasured possession is a slip of 
paper signed by the leading officials 
of many of the biggest railroads in 
the country. It reads: “The immortal 
J . N.; pass him forever. Good on all 
roads from now until doomsday.’’ 
Hotel men in the towns he visited 
Aid as much. He was never known to 
have more than a few cents at a time,

UNIQUE S T R E E T R A ll.W A T . 


In Which the Horse and the Passen 
gers Ride Together—Owned by a 
Woman. 


If the spirits of the poor, departed 
car horses are allowed to return to the 
land of the living, they must chuckle 
(if car horse spirits do such an un­ 
seemly thing) when they witness one 
of their kind standing on the back 
platform of a street car, meditatively 
chewing a straw and “viewing the 
landscape o’er” as the car merrily 
glides on its way into the town. 
But 
that is a spectacle that presents itself 
many times a day just outside the 
great city of Denver, Colorado. 
A short line of street railroads 
called the Cherrelyn Line, leads from 
one of the city terminals to the little 
town of Cherrelyn. It ascends gradu­ 
ally from the city, and its motive 
power, an ancient and decrepit speci­ 
men of the genus “car horse” creeps 
slowly up the hill, stopping frequently 
for breath. Once at the top however, 
his labors are over for the time be­ 
ing. 
He is unhitched from the car, 
climbs aboard the rear platform, and 
proceeds to make himself comfortable. 
When the hour of departure is reached 
the driver gives the car a gentle shove 
and the whole outfit goes spinning 
down the hill to its starting point. 
The Cherrelyn Line is owned and 
controlled by Mrs. George H. Bogue, 
of Denver, who claims that it is the 
only all-gravity system in the world.

As a result of his eloquence 
the man wás acquitted. The same day 
his client confessed that he was guilty. 
“J. N.” rushed back to the courtroom 
and started to explain, but the strain 
and excitement had been too much for 
him. He was stricken with apoplexy. 
Within a short time he recovered his 
physical health, but never his mental 
poise.

Some nember of Present Keeper’s 
Family Has Been Stationed Here 
Since Navy Yard Was Established 
iTany Years Ago. 


Women are steadily encroaching up­ 
on the occupations of men, and now 
another position heretofore filled by 
a man has gone to one of the fairer 
sex. The charge and care of a govern­ 
ment naval establishment, almost for­ 
gotten, has been turned over to her, 
and for the first time in the history 
of the American navy a woman has 
the rank of -“ship keeper.” 
The woman is Mrs. Albert H. Met­ 
calfe. She has been placed in charge 
of the navy yard at Sacketts Harbor, 
N. Y., on Lake Ontario not far from 
the St. Lawrence, and will receive a 
salary of $365 a year. 
Albert H. Metcalfe, keeper of the 
yard since 186S, died recently, and his 
position was given to his widow. The 
Sacketts Harbor Navy Yard is not 
a big establishment. It consists of an 
acre and a half of ground, on whinb 
there are half a dozen small buildings 
and a few guns used in the war of 
1812. 
Once Prominent Place. 
It used to be a prominent place, 
and shortly after the close of the war 
a ship-of-the-line, then 
the 
biggest 
type ef war craft built, equivalent of 
the first-class battle-ships of modern 
times, was planned, and the building 
begun at Sacketts Harbor. The vessel 
was to have been the New Orleans. 
The work progressed slowly, how­ 
ever, and was finally abandoned, bnt 
the hull of the big vessel remained up­ 
on the stocks. 
Away back, probably 
along in the • ’40’s or ’50’s, a man 
named Metcalfe was appointed ship 
keeper. In 1868 he died, and his eon, 
Albert H., succeeded him in the posi­ 
tion. 
Some years ago all that was 
left of what was to have been the New 
Orleans was torn down; but the posi­ 
tion and title of the keeper remained. 


Keeper for Thirty-eight Years. 
Albert H. Metcalfe watched the gov­ 
ernment belongings around Sacketts 
Harbor for thirty years, and 
then 
died. 
During all the years the Bu­ 
reau of Yards and Docks of the Navy 
Department has regularly submitted 
an estimate of $365. to Congress for 
the annual salary of the “ship keep­ 
er” at Sacketts Harbor, and that Is 
probably the only place where the 
name “ship keeper” appears in an 
official way on the records.

DO R A T S H A V E SO U LS?

P O ST M A ST E R S OF O LD EN 
T IM E . 


Ninety Years Ago Incomes Arg- 
umented by Acting as Agents. 


The postmaster of today may think 
he has troubles of bis own, but there 
was a time about the year 1817, when 
queer things were expected of post­ 
masters. 
An old pamphlet 
dated 
April 5th, 1817, states that a “new 
daily and thrice a week paper” was to 
be printed “at the seat of government.” 
After the virtues of the proposed publi­ 
cation were set forth the editor-to-be 
says: 
“Postmasters are hereby authorized 
to receive subscriptions for the Gaz­ 
ette, and for all moneys collected and 
transmitted to the editor, at the city 
of Washington, a discount of 10 per 
cent, will be allowed. 
Distant sub­ 
scribers will have their papers care­ 
fully packed and punctually forwarded 
to order. It Is to be presumed that a 
copy of this pamphlet was sent to 
each postmaster in the United States. 
Under the system that then existed 
this method was entirely proper and 
it is claimed that postmasters derived 
considerable income from such sour­ 
ces. 
The “prospectus” further states that 
“a competent reporter will be employed 
to furnish the proceedings of Congress 
for the Gazette,” and that all “inter­ 
esting articles of intelligence will be 
carefully selected and published.” 
The Editor-to-be, in writing of him­ 
self says: 
“As the humble guardian of the pub­ 
lic weal, he will occasionally use the 
privilege he has a right to exercise, 
in expressing his temperate disappro­ 
bation of such measures of the coun­ 
try. 
If those opinions should some­ 
times be erroneous, he wishes them to 
be ascribed to the common falibility 
of human judgment, which cannot be 
always in the right. As far as it may 
be possible, he will labor to be Im­ 
partial, but that there will be a bias, 
and that that bias will be in favor of 
the present dominant party, he has too 
much candor to deny and too much 
honesty to conceal. 
What he can do 
within his humble sphere, shall be done 
for the good of the country, and if 
he fails he will console himself with 
the reflection that he had discharged 
his duty to the utmost of his ability 
and power.”

C H A PT E R IV. 
I suddenly found m yself riding am ong a 
I great concourse of m ounted officers. 
To 
| left and to rig h t, through the fields, the 
regiments w ere pushing ahead. 
A t inter- 
| vals groups of officers left the road and 
struck out tow ard the northw est, joining 
their troops.

I E m peror issued orders for an im m ediate 
advance of th e left wing, then resting south 
of the C hateau, and consisting entirely of 
I heavy cavalry, to push directly w est, cross 
I the Argonne F orest, and fall upon 
the 
| French column. 
T o Low enberg, w ith his m agnificent hus- 
I ears, 
w a s assigned th is im portant duty. 
In addition to his own command w ere three 
regim ents of cuirassiers, three of m ounted 
in fan try , and tw o of lancers—in all about 
eight thousand m en. 
T hese w ere well 
m ounted and w ere arm ed w ith sabre, re­ 
I volver, and a new m agazine carbine, carry ­ 
ing sixteen shells of high power, 
each 
bullet being so constructed th a t upon leav­ 
ing th e barrel it sp lit into five sm aller bul­ 
lets. 
T he principal object o f the attack , 
how ever, w as panic and dispersal, rath er 
th an annihilation, as producing a m ore dis- 
ftstrous effect upon the m ain French arm y.

T he 
sound cam e again—a low, well-defined roll, 
as of heavy w heels on a harfi road. 
F or 
full a m inute we heard it plainly; then it 
died aw ay as th e breeze fell. 
“ They are not less than five m iles aw ay ,” 
said Low enberg. 
“ God, how they creep! 
W ell, let us move dow n.” 
W e descended through th e forest, and 
reaching the end of th e woods worked 
south. 
A fter advancing a couple of m iles 
the lines re-form ed and aw aited th e ap­ 
proach of the unsuspecting G auls. 
Scouts 
reported th e road tw o hundred yards a­ 
w ay. 
L ater cam e th e lancer skirm ishers. 
T hey had seen the F rench—a division of 
cavalry, 
followed by infantry and field 
b atteries—tw enty thousand m en, more or 
less. 
T hey w ere covering about six miles 
an hour.

arm ed w ith revolver and sabre, b u t I did 
not wish to light, for 1 w as friendly to the 
F rench. 
Y et I knew th a t I could not now 
w ithdraw ; th a t they would strik e a t me, 
and th a t I m ust strik e back or go down. 
Finally 
th e clatter 
of 
hoofs 
sounded 
around a bend in the road, and a m inute 
later the cavalry appeared. 
W ith helm ets 
and trappings Hashing in th e pale moon­ 
light they thundered by, a stream of horse- 
mén a mile long, hurrying forw ard to select 
a cam p, for it lacked but two hours of day­ 
light, and the trocps w ere hungry a fter 
th eir night m arch. 
A long interval of sile n c e -th e n th e tram p 
of infan try , steady and regular, like the 
throbbing of a g reat engine. 
As the sky 
lightened to a sickly, grayish yellow, they 
cam e in sight, advancing in colum ns of 
four. 
W e w aited uutil they w ere well a­ 
long in fro n t of us. 
A mile of the column 
had passed. 
I saw Lowenberg draw his re­ 
volver—the critical m om ent had arrived. 
O ur front w as easily half a m ile long. 
W e w ere in tw o lines, each line four men 
deep, w ith a space of ten yards betw een.

C heer a fte r cheer echoed back from the 
high hills. 
F ifty y ard s—a hundred yards— 
th e 
F rench 
w ere rallying around 
their 
standards, 
shouting and gesticulating (n 
g reat confusion. 
Som e leveled their rifles, 
and a p atter of bullets angered the G er­ 
m ans, who opened w ith th eir carbines and 
let loose a hail of lead. 
I can recall little of th a t m ad rush. 
Mv 
horse w as running aw ay. 
I could not have 
field him if I would. 
T he bullets flew 
thicker. 
T he F rench w ere form ing, kneel­ 
ing a t the roadside and firing as rapidly as 
they could work th eir guns. 
O thers were 
running. 
Ah, It w as no use either to run 
or to fire. 
T h at solid wall of men and 
horses slid like an avalanche down the 
grassy hill. 
I t brushed the F rench back; it 
flattened them ; it crushed them into a m ass 
of shrieking, cursing hum anity. 
My horse 
reared and cam e down in th eir m idst, his 
great hoofs crushing the skulls of two who 
w ere struggling to their feet. My very soul 
sickened a t the horrid sm ash of iron on 
skull. 
On we w ent, straig h t through the 
seething^ m ass of men, and w heeling sharply 
in the field beyond th e road cam e back in 
another mad charge. 
Suddenly Lo wen berg’s horse stum bled, 
wavered, and w ent down w ith a bullet in 
his brain. 
Fleischrnann w as a t th e left, 
fighting like a demon, his long heavy sabre 
playing havoc in the huddled groups of de­ 
m oralized French. 
B ut as the Colonel sank 
w ith 
his 
steed 
Fleischrnann 
closed 
in, 
seized him by th e collar, dragged him out 


sonally to th e E m peror, receiving his con­ 
gratulations, then retired to our ten ts for 
food and rest. 
B ut the surroundings w ere 
so novel and of such interest th a t I hunted 
up Fleischm aun, the m odest center of an 
enthusiastic group of adm irers, and w ith 
him m ade a tour of the camp. 
I t w as an enorm ous aggregation of men, 
and horses and apparatus of w ar. W e rode 
for tw o hours, taking in the several lesser 
cam ps going to m ake up the greater. 
A t 
every step I found evidences of organization 
and discipline in th e highest degree of per­ 
fection. 
T his w as no haphazard invasion. 
T hrough his staff, the E m peror w as in con­ 
sta n t touch w ith his troops. 
I t m attered

T he com m issariat, too, w as above critic­ 
ism . 
Yo\ir G erm an soldier is an enormous 
eater, caring m ore about quantity than 
quality. 
N othing irritates him so m uch as 
hunger and th irs t; in which circum stance 
he furnishes the m ost unpleasing contrast 
to th e F rench soldier, who is alw ays p at­ 
ient and commonly cheerful under such priv­ 
ations. 
B ut here no man could com plain 
of a shortage of food or drink, nor of lack 
of variety. 
T he countless w agons, loaded 
w ith supplies for men and anim als, im­ 
pressed me constantly. In tru th , I thought, 
an arm y moves on its belly.

Opposed to this discipline stood the French 
lack of preparation of which L atour had 
spoken th a t evening in th e Club.

common report th a t som e,fatal shortcom ing 
would show out a t the critical mom ent. 
P erhaps th is French characteristic, so well 
known, w as responsible for th e Germ an 
cock-sureness. 
A t any rate, th ere w as no 
apprehension of failure. 
E very m an In th a t 
vast arm y felt certain of success. 
W e w ere ju st leaving the baloon-sheds 
when an orderly from headquarters rode up 
and gave me the E m peror’s com m and to re­ 
port to him a t once. 
Fleischrnann and I 
hurried back, w ondering w hat w as on foot. 
As we crossed the great Verdun road an 
autom obile corps passed, ju st arrived from 
a scouting expedition south. 
T he cars were 
large and heavy, of high speed and great 
radius of action. 
All the vulnerable p arts 
were arm ored, and adjustable m etal shields 
extended around sides and front. 
They 
were Am erican m achines of the new Vinton 
type. 
T he E m peror’s eyes w ere very cold, and 
his face stern. 
H e sat a t a sm all table in a 
lower room of the stone road-house w here 
he had established tem porary headquarters.

D ism issed thus I could but stagger out in­ 
to the sunlight w here Fleischrnann aw ait­ 
ed me.

W hat had she done? L atour 
aided to escape in her carriage! 
Griesm an 
n pursuit—th a t scoundrel, G riesm an, whom 
I had so nearly disein bowel led for insulting 
Aimee! S hort shrift m ight she expect from 
him. 
H e w as justified in shooting every 
m em ber of h er party. 
I told Fleischrnann the facts. 
H e swore

Com planting time! 
The United 
States this year will have over 90,000­ 
000 acres planted to this king of crops. 
For this enormous acreage 15,000,000 
bushels of seed will be required. 
Probably but little thought is given 
by the average farmer to the germin­ 
ating quality of the seed used, for he 
has so long been accustomed to get­ 
ting a “stand”, under ordinarily favor­ 
able conditions, varying from 60 to 85 
per cent, that many have come to 
think a more complete stand Impos­ 
sible. 
Yet experiments have shown 
that 
barring unfavorable weather at 
planting time, the work of grubs, wire- 
worms, and the like, there is no rea­ 
son why a stand of com should be less 
than 95 per cent. Of recent years, how­ 
ever, conditions have much improved, 
and never before has there been such 
a demand for seed corn of high vital­ 
ity. Some of our best farmers are be­ 
ginning to realize that one of the great" 
est factors in profitable corn produc­ 
tion is the use of seed which will show 
a high per centage of germination. 
If each corn grower would give a lit­ 
tle time during the early spring to the 
testing of the seed, the vitality of each 
individual ear of corn intended for 
planting could be readily determined. 
The poor ears could then be discarded, 
and the millions of bushels of seed 
com which fail to grow each spring 
could be very profitably converted in­ 
to pork and beef. 
Of the 15,000,000 
bushels of seed com which will be 
planted-this year, It is almost certain 
that from two to three million bushels, 
or nearly 20 per cent, of the com first 
planted, will fall to grow as a result 
of the low vitality of the seed. Thou­ 
sands of acres will have to be replant­ 
ed either in their entirety or in part, 
and many thousands more will grow 
to maturity with an imperfect stand. 


TESTING RACK. 


It seems incredible of realization, 
that the average yield of com in the 
United States in 1905, when the total 
^production was the largest in our his­ 
tory, was only 28.8 bushels of shelled 
com per acre. 
It is still more sur­ 
prising to know that the average pro­ 
duction per acre is practically the 
same to-day as it was forty years aga. 
In fact, the average yield per acre for 
the ten years from 1866 to 1875 wms 
26.07 bushels as compared with 25.2 
bushels for the ten years from 1896 to 
1905. While there are several rea- 


there any com growers who can not 
produce the equivalent of at least two 
such ears to every hill? 
How many 
grow 80 bushels of shelled corn per 
acre? 
The time required to test individual 
ears for vitality is very small when it 
is considered that 12 or 15 ears will 
furnish enough seed to plant one acre. 
Experiments have shown that if a few 
kernels (preferably six) are taken 
from different parts of an ear of com 
and all are found to germinate well— 
that is, to produce good healthy sprouts 
—practically all of the kernels on that 
ear will likewise show strong vitality. 
On the other hand, if the part of all of 


cover the box with a piece of glass, or 
other tight material, to prevent the 
evaporation of the water from the 
cloths, and set the box aside for a 
few days to await the results of the 
test.. Where only a limited number of 
ears are to be tested, a similar germ­ 
inating apparatus may be made by 
using cloth between two dinner plates. 
Ten Inch plates will give ample space 
for the testing of 18 or 20 ears at one 
time. 
It is important that the ears 
be numbered or arranged in the same 
definite order as the corresponding 
tests in the germinating box. One of 
the most satisfactory methods is the 
use of a rack as is generally used for 
drying seed corn. 
This is generally 
a piece of 2 by 2 inch piece of pine 
from which extend on all four sides 
long nails, each of which Is numbered. 
After the kernels from the first ear 
have been placed in square No. 1 
of the germinating box, the ear is 
shoved on nail No. 1 of the drying rack, 
and so on. These racks can then be 


samples tested are representative of 
the present supply of seed corn, the 
testing of every ear and the subsequent 
rejection of poor ears will Increase the 
stand 13.7 per cent. 
This Increased 
stand would mean an increased yield 
of 298,140,695 bushels, with a value of 
$100,739,912.91 calculated on the basis 


the kernels tested fail to germinate or 
show only weak sprouts, the propor­ 
tion will be the same for all of the ker­ 
nels on such ears. And the experienced 
corn grower will be not a little sur­ 
prised to find many a fine looking ear 
of corn among his selected seed, the 
kernels of which will not sprout at all. 


Better Now Than Not at All. 


Germination tests should be made 
five or six weeks before planting time, 
but even if it is necessary to stop the 
plow in the field, it is far more profi­ 
table to have a good stand of com on 
19 acres than it is to have a poor stand 
on 20 acres, thereby saving the time 
and labor necessary to prepare the 
ground and to plant and cultivate the 
additional acre. Yet many farmers are 
every year planting and cultivating 3 
or 4 acres in every 20, for which they 
receive comparatively no returns . 
In making the tests it is essential 
that each ear tested should be given a 
number and all kernels taken there­ 
from given a corresponding number 
so that after the tests the faulty ears 
may be thrown out. 
Many kinds of germinating boxes 
and methods for testing seed com have 
been described in various publications, 
but the Department of Agriculture has 
designed a simple box which is be­ 
lieved to combine most of the advan­ 
tages, and give good results In the 
hands of almost any operator. The box 
would be about 1% or 2 inches deep 
inside and the length and width such 
rs to suit the needs of the individual 
farmer, but it should not be made wa­ 
ter-tight. Instead of filling the box with 
r " :J , soil, or sawdust, as is commonly 
recommended, the seed bed is made 
of heavy canton flannel or similar ma-

suspended in some suitable place and 
there need be no fear of the ears be­ 
ing mixed while the germination test 
is in progress. 
The kernels 
in the testing box 
should begin to germinate freely a­ 
bout the third or fourth day, but the 
counting should not be done until the 
sixth or seventh day, or until most of 
the shoots or stems are from 1 to 1% 
inches long. This part of the testing 
must be done with considerable care 
and requires good judgment, as ker­ 
nels will be found in all stages of de­ 
velopment. If the six kernels in any 
one square in the germinating box 
show six good healthy sprouts, the ear

WOMAN’S AD VIC E TO FARM ­ 
ERS. 
Miss Edith Urmey, an Iowa hospital 
specialist, states that many of the la- 
matos of eastern insane asylums are 
sons and daughters of the farmer 
pioneers. They have been brought up 
to lives of idleness and luxury or suf­ 
fered from monotony of country sur­ 
roundings. In either case the direct 
cause for mental derangement is the 
lack of diversified work for body and 
mind. The pioneers of the country 
had no time for brooding over imagin­ 
ary troubles and were happy. 
But 
they neglected to map out the proper 
courses for their children and in 
treating them with kindness have 
paved the way to insanity. 
The cities present numerous cases 
of physical and mental wrecks of 
young persons brought on by dissipa­ 
tion and strenuosity in the battle for 
commercial 
supremacy. 
Farmers 
warn their sons and daughters of the 
dangers that lie in their paths when 
leaving the farms, but often forget to 
correct the evils at home. They give 
their children all the benefits of 
schools and colleges and leave out the 
essential fundamental principles of 
life. Too many are left to remain In 
idleness because they are taught in

sons for this, the principal reason is 
probably carelessness in the use of 
seed of low vitality. 


To Test Each Corn Ear. 
The statement is made by officials of 
the Department of Agriculture that 
while com breeders have achieved 
marked success in the production of 
improved types of com during the last 
decade, unless the farmers take better 
care of their seed com and test each 
ear separately, preparatory to planting, 
the chances are that the average yield 
of com per acre in the United States 
will not be materially increased. 
In our principal corn-growing States, 
com is planted in hills 3% feet apart 
each way, giving 3,556 hills per acre. 
In most sections three stalks to the 
hill is considered a perfect stand; in 
some States, two is the standard. Yet 
if each hill would produce but one 
medium sized ear, 6 or 7 inches in 
length and weighing a trifle more than 
9 ounces, the yield for each acre would 
be 28.8 bushels, the average yield per 
acre in the United States in 1905. 
A single ear of com to the hill the 
size shown as A in the illustration 
would give an average of 28.8 bushels 
to the acre; a single ear shown as B 
would give 30 bushels per acre; an 
ear such 
as C 
would produce 
40 
bushels 
per 
acre; 
an 
ear 
such 
as D would yield 45 bushels per acre; 
while an ear like E, which weighs a 
trifle less than a pound, would yield 50 
bushels of shelled com per acre, count­ 
ing only one such ear for each of the 
3,556 hills. 
There are, however, very 
few farmers who raise as much as 50 
bushels of shelled com per acre. Yet 
every corn grower can probably pro­ 
duce many ears which are larger than 
that shown as E in the cut. Eliminat­ 
ing, however, both ears D and E and 
granting that every farmer could "har­ 
vest from each hill two such ears as 
the one shown as C, an ear which Is 
less than 8% inches long, and weighs 
12.6 ounces, the yield would he 80 
bushels of shelled com per acre. Are 


terial, using two or three thicknesses 
of cloth in the bottom of the box and 
one or two thicknesses of cloth for 
covering the kernels after the frame 
has been filled. The cloth at the bot­ 
tom should be marked off into squares 
2 inches each way, and numbered, each 
one of which is to be filled with ker­ 
nels from ears which are given a num­ 
ber corresponding to the square used. 


A Very Simple Test. 
For use, first wet the cloth thorough­ 
ly by soaking in water, and then place 
the half cloth, double thickness, which 
has been marked in squares, in the bot-

which they represent should be taken 
for seed. There will also be cases in 
which all six kernels have germinated, 
but will be lacking in vigor. 
While 
these kernels might produce a good 
ear of corn, the chances are that they 
will never develop, or else will produce 
but a barren stalk. It is only necessary 
to remember that all ears showing 
dead kernels or weak and poorly devel­ 
oped sprouts must be discarded and 
only those used for seed in which 
every kernel tested has given a good 
healthy sprout. The ears which have 
shown a perfect germination are now 
ready to he hutted and tipped and 
shelled for planting. 
In order to in­ 
sure further uniformity in planting it 
is advisable to sort the ears before 
planting into two or three grades, ac­ 
cording to the size of the kernels. 
This grading may also be done by 
screening, if more convenient. 


Remarkable Results of Government 
Tests. 
The Department of Agriculture re­ 
cently made tests of seed corn fur­ 
nished by farmers in the corn produc­ 
ing States, and of the 3,322 ears tested, 
1,906, or the startling percentage of 
more than one-half, were unfit for seed. 
These samples were taken from ears 
picked for seed by good, careful far­ 
mers, and are evidently much above 
the average. The average germination 
of the 1,906 poor ears was only 77.7

nels from ear No. 1 are then placed, 
germ side up, in square No. 1 and so 
on. When all of the squares have been 
filled, fold the other end of the cloth 
carefully over the kernels. 
If during 
the sampling the cloths have become 
dry, sprinkle them well with water

per cent., while the average germina­ 
tion of both the good and the poor 
ears, the seeds of which would ordin­ 
arily have been used for planting, had 
not these tests been made, was 86.3 
per cent., showing that 13.7 per cent, 
was gained by discarding ears of low 
vitality 
Granting, however, that the

The places are not Im­ 
proved, the owners follow the fashions 
of their forefathers, they

not 
adopt new methods in any line and 
their children become discouraged. 


OLDEN D A Y S OF W HALING. 
The days of the old-time whaling 
fleets when more than two hundred 
full-rigged ships sailed out of New 
Bedford harbor on three and four- 
year voyages to the most distant and 
dangerous seas, were over more th$n 
half a century ago. 
The right of 
Greenland whale of the Arctic waters 
with his mouth full of whalebone and 
his cousin, the sperm whale of tropi­ 
cal waters, bearing in its head the 
precious spermaceti, were practically 
exterminated by those all-daring, iron- 
nerved, keen-eyed Yankee skippers. 
Their splendid ships, the Annie B., 
the Mary Jane, the Blue-Eyed Susan 
great lovers of their wives and sweet­ 
hearts, were this race of gentlemen ad­ 
venturers—rotted at the wharves or 
were degraded to service as coastwise 
and with them vanished a world of 
romance and adventure. No men, in 
no time, more truly than they, “went 
down to the sea in ships”. 
But when the pennant of the last 
old-time whaling ship was hauled down 
forever, there still 
proudly swam 
the oceans the vast rorqual or racer 
whale, greatest of ail his mighty kin. 
To the sailing fleet of the old days, the 
rorqual was an almost impossible prize 
because of Its tremendous speed. 
It 
was practically unmolested, and mul­ 
tiplied exceedingly in both North At­ 
lantic and Pacific waters. 
It was the abundance of this levi­ 
athan, measuring ninety feet in length 
and weighing almost as many tons— 
bulking larger than a whole herd of el­ 
ephants—which was the inspiration of 
the modern whaling industry.

JOU RNALISM IN CHINA. 


Dialect Newspapers Increase Gulf 
Between Provinces. 
United States Consul Anderson, at 
Amoy, has made a report on journal­ 
ism among the Chinese. 
He says: 
“It is rather surprising, in view of 
the comparatively small population 
of foreigners in China, how many 
large publications there are in foreign 
languages. The prices they obtain for 
their publications and their work 
probably 
explain 
the 
situation: 
Shanghai has five daily newspapers, 
three morning and two evening pa­ 
pers; one is French. 
It has six for­ 
eign weeklies, one German. 
It also 
has four Chinese dailies and a large 
number of Chinese weeklies. 
“Practidhlly all of the foreign pa­ 
pers sell for 4Vj cents gold per copy. 
The subscription price is about $15 
gold per annum, postage extra. 
The 
Chinese dailies sell for about % cent 
gold per copy. 
In addition to these 
publications there are many religious 
papers, mostly in Chinese, published 
by the mission authorities. 
,“In the south Hong Kong domi­ 
nates the publication business, and 
as it Is a British colony, English publi­ 
cations might reasonably be expected 
to lead, but on the face of the record 
the Chinese predominate. 
There are 
four English dailies, the Post, the 
Press, both morning papers, and the 
Telegraph and the Mail, both evening 
papers. 
“There are six Chinese dailies, and, 
as in the case of Shanghai, there are 
a large number of publications de­ 
signed to fill various wants in South 
China, a Portuguese weekly and the 
Government 
Gazette 
being 
among 
them. 
In nearly every port of im­ 
portance in China there is an English 
publication of some scrt. 
“The publication houses, as a rule, 
both newspaper 
concerns and 
con­ 
cerns for general printing only, are 
fairly well equipped for their work. 
Some of them attempt work in the 
line of high grade magazine and book 
publishing, and while it is not always 
an unmixed success from a technical 
typographical standpoint, it demon­ 
strates that the Chinese workmen, 
who do most of the work under for­ 
eign supervision, will in time 
ac­ 
quire considerable merit in this line 
of effort. 
“It is rather interesting to note 
that China at present seems to he 
passing through much the same pro­ 
cess with its newspapers and other 
publications that many parts of the 
United States have passed through. 
All over the empire native newspap­ 
ers are being started in the collo­ 
quial dialects, and are more or less 
local In character. 
“It is unfortunate in 
many 
re­ 
spects that the publication of news­ 
papers in the several local dialects 
has developed so generally. 
While 
such publications will afford means 
of educating the people of the em­ 
pire in some lines, they also furnish 
the means for deepening the gulfs, 
dividing the several provinces which 
differ in dialects. 
Each newspaper 
center, if it performs its natural mis­ 
sion, will develops its own language 
In its own field to the exclusion of 
a language which might in time be­ 
come common to all China.” 


BIC YC LES ON TH E WANE. 


Over Three Times as flany Fac­ 
tories In 1900 as at Present. 
Statistics furnished by the Census 
Bureau at Washington show a marked 
decrease in the manufacture of bi­ 
cycles. Since 1900 the business has fal­ 
len off 65 per cent., the number of 
establishments being reduced from 312 
to 97. 
Formerly there were 2,034 salaried 
officials and employees of the facto­ 
ries where now there are only 360. The 
falling off In the number of wage earn­ 
ers was 81 per cent. 
The capital In­ 
vested in 1900 was $29,783,659, where­ 
as In 1905 It was $5,847,803. 
The production In 1900 amounted to 
nearly 32,000,000 bicycles and was re­ 
duced in the five years to little over 
5,000,000. 
In contrast with these figures, the 
motor cycle factories increased from 
159 to 2,289.

In a word, the 
little work offers m inutiae th at could 
not tail to be a rare tie a t to the 
bibliognoste, aside 
from 
being an 
example of ancient prin ting the 
u n ­ 
enlightened iu such m atters would 
adm ire from the very tact of age 
alone. 
In a fly leaf of the bible is w ritten 
in ink tbe name of Silas Kelsey, born 
in 1426, also that of Lucy Kelsey, 
born 
in 1427. 
Mrs B otting 
is a 
Kelsey, and tbe book has been hand 
ed down from generation to genera 
tiou, never once in all these cycles of 
years leaving the family. 
She re ­ 
ceived it from her father at his death 
three years ago, and in tim e it will 
revert to her daughter, who prizes the 
heirloom as highly as 
the mother 
whose regard for it is almost reveren 
tia l.—Union Democrat.

Secretary M etcalf’s first report to 
tbe president on the situation in San 
Francisco seems to be an em inently 
sane and conservative statem ent of 
tbe situation. 
L ik e the most official 
accounts of great disasters, it reduces 
the first excessive 
estim ate of the 
death roll. 
B ut it says that it is inw 
possible to overstate the m aterial loss 
involved. 
Secretary M etcalt iu his 
rep ort to the president says th at he 
has finished 
the inspecton 
of the 
entire burned d istrict and th at while 
it will never be possible to tell ex­ 
actly the num ber of dead, as many 
of the bodies were destroyed in tbe 
rains, he think s 300 will cover the 
num ber. 
There are about 1,000 in ju r­ 
ed in the hospitals ot the city, but of 
these there are only a few who are 
seriously hurt. 
The adm inistration 
of the city, 
be says is excellent, 
everything considered, and th e police, 
tbe m ilitia 
and the regulars have 
worked well together. 
He gives full 
credit to 
Gen. Greeley 
and Gen. 
F uuston for the excellent work they 
have done, and says that but for Gen. 
F u n sto n ’s 
prom pt 
aud 
energetic 
measures, the catastrophe would have 
been infinitely worse. 
The officials of the treasury d ep art­ 
ment have not yet ceased th eir ex­ 
pressions of surprise and adm iration 
at the saving ot the Sau Francisco 
M int with its 8300,900,000 of treasure, 
i t is said th at b at for this the s itu a ­ 
tion would have been much worse and 
more com plicated 
from a financial 
standpoint than it is. 
B ut for tbe 
coin th a t was saved with tbe Mint 
building, it would 
have been im ­ 
possible for tbe secretary ot treasury 
to have transferred 819,000,000, as he 
did, to the city to perm it the dem ol­ 
ished banks to 
resum e operations. 
The salvation of tbe M int is a tt r i­ 
buted to the presence of tho two big 
artesian wells th a t give tbe building 
an independent water supply. 
This 
supply was the only reliance wbeu 
the mains of the city were broken. 
I t raises the 
question 
whether it 
m ight not be a good investm ent tor 
many large and particularly valuable 
buildings to have th eir own water 
supply in a sim ilar way against a 
sim ilar catastrophe. 
It is ot course 
unlikely th at another earthquake will 
speedily wipe o ut any other great 
city, but a sadden accident to tbe 
city mains with its resu ltant danger 
of a dreadful tire is a thing to which 
any American city might, be liable at 
any moment. 
Tbe question 
of tbe presidential 
nom ination has been p u t squarely up 
to tbe speaker of tbe house, and be 
side-stepped with a neatness th at is 
q uite characteristic. 
One of bis home 
papers came out with a boom for Mr 
Cannon tor the presidency. 
He was 
shown the dispatch and at first refus­ 
ed to discuss it. 
B ut it was pointed 
out th at such an announcem ent was 
more or less of an official declaration 
and a thing th a t it was em inently 
proper to discuss. 
Thus appealed to 
the speaker said th at it was rather 
foolish to 
talk about d eclin in g a 
thing th at had not been offered to 
you, th a t so far as he knew there 
never has been a man who was offered 
tbe presidential nom ination by one 
of the two great parties, and who bad 
declined it. 
B ut so far as he was con­ 
cerned, he added, be would a good 
deal rather be speaker tban president, 
th a t there ivas a lot of im portant 
legislation to be framed and be would 
like a band in framing it. 
He bad 
not been 
bothered w ith the presi­ 
dential bee and d id not expect to be, 
and there he broke oft the discussion. 
Now can anyone tell whether th a t is 
a denial or a confirmation of tbe 
presidential rum or? 
A considerable step in the direction 
of election reform was made this week 
when the full com m ittee authorized 
a favorable report to the senate of 
senator T illm an ’s election bill. 
The 
report was made by senator Foraker, 
and the only am endm ents to tbe bill 
have been witb a view to strengthen 
ing and broadening it. 
The Tillm an 


bill prohibits all national banks aud 
corporations 
engaged 
in interstate 
and foreign commerce or organized 
under the a uth ority of the federal 
governm ent from m aking any money 
co ntrib ution to an election to r any 
political office. 
Several am endm ents 
were added to make tbe bill more 
certain in tone aud to give it a wider 
scope. 
They 
include 
presidential 
electors, and state legislatures in the 
provisions ot the bill. 
Tbe penalty 
tor violation of the measure is a fine 
of not more than 85,000, aud there is 
in additiou a provision m aking tho 
officers, 
directors aud even sto ck­ 
holders personally 
responsible and 
providing for a line of n ot moie than 
SI,000 aud a term of im prisonm ent. 
Tbo measure is drastic enough aud it 
looks like a measure that was in te n d ­ 
ed to be entorced. 
The disclosures 
n tbe insurance investigation made 
the dem aud 
for such 
a law very 
insistent. 
This is one of the cases 
where it 
seems 
th at the national 
legislature 
thought it was a good 
thing to give tbe people what they 
wanted. 
N aturally there has been no 
opposition 
to it from any 
of the 
coporate interests as it is simply a 
provision against a legalized toim of 
blackmail. 
The hearings before the interstate 
commerce commission in persurance 
ot the Tillman 
G illispie resolution 
have been continued iu Washington 
all this week. 
The commission is so 
far going sim ply into the relation of 
the coal roads to the coal m ining 
companies in th eir territory. 
From 
the tacts elicited this week, it appears 
th at it is q u ite a custom for the ra il­ 
road companies to own the bulk ot 
the coal companies th a t do business 
over their lines. 
This was strikingly 
shown in the testim ony of the general 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Buffalo, 
Rochester and P ittsburg road, who 
said quite as a m atter of course that 
the Rochester and P ittsbrug Coal aud 
Iron Company 
was 
owned by tbe 
same men who owned tbe railroad. 
This aud one other company, it was 
shown 
shipped 
noarly 17,000 or a 
littlo more than 18,000 cars of coal 
that passed over the road in March.

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A much debated question, of in te r­ 
est both to m iner and general public, 
is, 
How deop is it possible to go be­ 
low tbo e a rth ’s surface? 
In a few 
years the consum ption of coal will 
make necessary 
either much lower 
levels than those reached today, or 
else the invention of some new fuel. 
According to a recent article in “ Die 
Woche” of Berlin, there is little hope 
of the lorm er expedient, the German 
paper coming to the following con ­ 
clusions : 
"A m ong miners the general opinion 
is th a t it is possible to go to great 
depths below tbe surface of the earth; 
tbe developm ent of a sbatt as deep as 
9,000 feet is not considered im pos­ 
sible, 
and 
the 
only difficulty is 
thought to 
be 
the 
perfection 
of 
machinery to bring up the mined p ro ­ 
duct. 
B ut if we look at this question 
carefully we come to the conclusion 
th at it is absolutely impossible to 
work at a depth of 9,000 feet, not 
because of tbe difficulty in disposing 
of the mined product, 
but for two 
other reasons : 
F irst, breathing would 
be impossible 
because 
of tbe air 
pressure, aud, second, the great heat 
could not be tolerated. 
There are 
now several mines of much less depth 
than 9,000 feet in which the workmen 
can rem ain only ten m inutes at a 
time, and then they m ust be relieved 
by other shifts. 
Indeed, it is quite 
possible to calculate beforehand the 
efiect which would be produced by a 
mine 9,000 feet in depth. 
A mass of air which at the surface 
bad 
a 
tem perature of 59 
degrees 
Fahrenheit, at a depth of 9,000 feet 
would have a tem perature of 92 d e ­ 
grees simply in virtue of its weight, 
in addition to this, 
there would be 
the efiect of tbe beat of tbo earth 
itself. 
Recent observations in tbo 
Bendigo mine, in the State ot Vic 
toria, iu A ustralia, which has reached 
a maximum dept¿> of 2,925 teet, show 
th at up to 420 feet the tem perature 
increases 1.8 dogreos F ahrenh eit for 
every 162 feet, 
up to 1,170 feet 1 
degrees Fahrenheit for every 294 feet 
ui> to 1,575 feet this advance is noted 
for er ery 270 feet, to a depth of 2,070 
teet lor every 246 feet, to 2,430 feet 
for every 222 feet, and finally when 
we reach 2,925 feet the tem perature 
rises 1.8 degrees F ahren h eit for every 
162 feet. 
From these figures it 
clear th at the increase is uneven, the 
differences 
being due 
to the dis 
sim ilarity of the different strata at 
different deptiis. 
In the deepest por 
tion ot the Bendigo mine the tem 
perature is 104 degrees F ah ren h e it 
but there are mines in which the 
tem perature 
increases 
m uch 
more 
rapidly. 
The usual plau is to fi 
the increase at 1.8 degrees F ahrenheit 
for very 99 feet, aud according to this 
rate a depth oí 9,000 feet would mean 
a tem perature ot 221 degrees Fabreu 
heit, or one in which man could not 
liv e.” —P ublic Opinion. 


SCIENTIFIC 
MISCELLANY

In the new theory of A. D ebierne, a 
'rench physicist, phosphorescence is 
due to the form ation of a new sub- 
stauce, which makes up a sm all p ro ­ 
portion of the whole mass. 
T his new 
substance may persist after phosphor­ 
escence has ceased, but when the tem- 
pearture is raised to a ertaiu point it 
deomposed, giving up in thermo- 
um inescence tbe energy stored np in 
its formation. 
This heat glow is u su ­ 
ally colored, when it |s not, tb e new 
substance is assumed to be e ith er col­ 
orless or of the same color as tbe o r­ 
iginal mass. 
When there is no th e r­ 
mo-luminescence, the new substance, 
which may vary witb the exciting ra ­ 
diation, is probably decomposed as 
fast as formed. 


Investigating the dispersal of seeds 
by the winds, Dr Ridley, of the S in ­ 
gapore Botanic Gardens, forms three 
groups. 
1. winged fruits and seeds, 
which are dispersed most slowly and 
cannot cross a wide sea; 
2. plum ed 
fru it and seeds, which may travel ra p ­ 
idly 
over 
open country 
but 
are 
checked by forest; and 3. powder or 
dust seeds, snoh as orchid seed, fern 
spores, etc., whicli are dispersed read­ 
ily and to great distance. 
I t was ca l­ 
culated th at a certain forest tree with 
inged tru it, would travel 300 yards 
in a century and would take ODe and 
half million years to spread from 
the Malay peninsula to the P h ilip ­ 
pines if there were land connection. 
The bumble bees of Nebraska have 
been found by M. H. Sweuk to in ­ 
clude not less tban eighteen species, 
belonging to three genera. 
This is a 
greater variety tban has been recorded 
for the entire United States east of 
the Mississippi river. 
An effort to follow tbe wanderings 
of fishes, about which we know so li t ­ 
tle, is being 
made by tbe B ritish 
M arine 
Biological 
Association. 
A 
numbered tag has been fastened to 
many plaice, which 
have been re ­ 
turned to the water, and about twenty 
per cent of these marked fishes seem 
to have been caught again and re tu rn ­ 
ed to tbe Association. 
As a rule, 
only the larger fishes migrate to aDy 
considerable 
distance, 
tbe sm aller 
ones rem aining at home. 
The m i­ 
grants go south in winter and return 
northward in summer, and one plaice 
was foundt o have traveled 175 miles 
six 
weeks, 
wnile 
another was 
caught 24‘2 miles trom th e spot where 
was 
placed in th e water eight 
m onths before. 
Tbe saving of tbe vast am ount of 
plant-food now carried away by the 
ivers is 
a great problem to r the 
future agricultural chemist. 
In one 
estim ate the silt borne off by tbe 
Mississippi in one year is placed at 
443,750,000 
tons, 
and aualyiss has 
sbown Mr. C. H. Stone th a t in this 
q uan tity there m ust be 8,120,625 tons 
of lime, 
5,591,250 tons of potash, 
,109,375 ton? of phosphoric acid, and 
665,625 tons of nitrogen, besides soda 
and other m aterials of uncertain use­ 
fulness. 
Tbe value of tbe fertilizing 
m aterial removed in one year by this 
one river alone is estim ated at about 
000 m illion dollars. 
Deficient bearing is regarded by Dr. 
Licbtemberg, of Budapest, as a greater 
danger in railroad 
engineers 
than 
color-blindness. 
In 92 out of 250 ra il­ 
road employees 
he has 
found the 
hearing 
affected, 
and, as th e ear 
troubles are liable to come on at any 
time, he urges that all persons in rail

The collections of the steam er A lba­ 
tross, of the

sunk 15,000 feet or more into the sea. 
Some are now filled with sea-water 
torced through the pores ot th e glass, 
some are partially filled, and some 
were broken by the trem endous pres­ 
sure of 6600 pounds per square toot. 
Many have wondered bow m ilk can 
be reduced to puwder w ithout chang­ 
ing its properties. 
In the process 
pateuted iu Germany, th e milk is 
evaporated in a vacuum, with oon- 
tiu ual agitation, 
u n til it contains 
from 25 to 30 per cent of water, and 
then, with access of air, at a tem pera­ 
ture below tbe m elting p o int of the 
milk fat, u ntil the water is reduced 
to 16 to 20 per cent. 
The product is 
then powdered, fu rth er drying at the 
tem perature stated leaving not more 
than 14 per 
cent of water. 
This 
method, it is explained, yields a milk 
powder in which the fat is present as 
small globules, surrounded by dried 
“ blue m ilk ,” which prevents the fat 
from decomposing.

The Ledoux Murder Case 


I t is now well along in the month 
of May, and the tim e for th e trial of 
Mrs Em m a L e Doux, accused of the 
m urder ot A. N. Me Vicar of Jam es­ 
town is speedily approaching, and all 
principals to tbe affair— coDtendiug 
counsel, officials and witnesses—are 
pieparing for the 22nd day of the 
month, when an attem p t will be made 
to 
solve what has 
been 
heralded 
throughout the country as tb e “ trunk 
mystery. ” 
Sheriff Sibley and assistant district 
attorney George F. M cNoble are away 
from Stockton, aud it is assumed they 
are gathering data to be used at the 
trial of tbe cause. 
The history of 
Mrs LeDoux m ight become an im por­ 
tant factor in the case, and this too 
m ust be thoroughly looked up. D epu­ 
ty sheriff Mark S m ith returned only 
recently trom Jam estow n and Raw­ 
hide, where he subpoenaed sixteen 
witnesses to appear in d epartm ent two 
of tbe superior oo art on May 22ud. 
The attorneys for tbe accused are bus­ 
ily engaged in ou tlining th eir defense, 
preparing instructions for the jury, 
looking up law, and arranging every 
detail prior to the date of trial. 
The least concerned of ail is Mrs 
L e Doux. 
She appears to be as satis­ 
fied in her cell as if she were s u r­ 
rounded with all the coveted luxuries 
of life. 
Her conversation is guarded, 
and it is seldom th a t referenceis made 
to the mysterious affair in which she 
is im plicated. 
The passer-by may a l­ 
most any tim e in tbe day walk along 
the west side of San Joaq uin street 
aDd see her sitting in a ohalr com pla­ 
cently 
absorbing with interest tbe 
maneuvers of people coming and goiog 
within her view. 
Tbe case against tbe woman must be 
proven, if proven at all, upon secon­ 
dary or oircum stantial evidence. 
As 
a oonsequence the woik of the sheriff’s 
and d istrict a tto rn e y ’s offices is more 
laborious and oovers a more extensive 
field tban if there were some existing, 
direct and positive circum stances s u r­ 
rounding the oase. The corpus delecti 
or body of tbe ¡crim e is the actnal 
m urder of A. N. McVicar, and must 
be established by com petent evidence. 
Here is one of tbe hardest points of 
the case, and can only be proven by 
circumstances. 
Providing this point 
is established tben Mrs Le Doux must 
be connected with the murder. Taken 
from every stan dp oin t the case is co n­ 
sidered one of the most oomplex ever 
coming before tbe notice of the people 
of this city. 
As regards the trial it is believed 
that several wedk's will be consumed 
in selecting a’ jury and exam ining 
the witnesses. A jury will be hard to 
emoanel. 
There are many men who 
do not waut to take to themselves the 
responsibility of passing upon such a 
oae, w hile there are maDy others who 
will be disqualified by reason of op in ­ 
ions formed in reading newspaper re ­ 
ports or trom discussions on the o u t­ 
side. 
It is estim ated that there will 
be from 75 to 100 witnesses to be ex­ 
amined durin g the course ot the trial. 
The fact th at tbe case against the 
woman m ust be established by p re­ 
vailing circum stances leaves the offi­ 
cials in suoh a position th at they must 
obtain evidenoe to conneot every link 
in the chain and establish every point 
beyond the reasonable doubt accorded 
to tb e defendant by th e rule3 of A m ­ 
erican jurisprudence. 
Every person who has followed the 
accounts of the investigation of the 
case directly preceding aud after the 
capture of Mrs Le Doux is very well 
advised as to what will be proven by 
tne prosecutioD, whereas in contrast 
nothing has leaked out regarding tbe 
defense. 
Many have speculated as to 
what m ight constitute 
a good and 
sufficient defense, but Mrs Le D oux’s 
attorneys say nothing but look wise 
or sm ile when approached upon the 
po int.—Stockton Independent. 


MADE NO EXCEPTION, 


A San Francisco Groom Obliged to 
“ Throw Brick” While H¡s Bride 
Looked On. 


(From the San Francisco C hronicle.) 
Uupid was busy du rin g the stre n u ­ 
ous days of the earthquake aud lire as 
in more uneventful times. 
One of 
the weddings planned tor the night of 
tbe fateful 18th was th at of George 
W. Emerson, chief accountant of the 
Union Gas Company, and Miss Jo se­ 
phine Hotman, daughter of Joseph H. 
Hofman, who lived before the tire at 
1247 Bush street. 
They had been 
lovers for months, and being Califor­ 
nians, it did n ot seem an unusual 
thing for them to have their marriage 
take place on the night of Thursday, 
the day after the earthquake shook 
up San Francisco and fire followed. 
The sky was then red with fire glow 
of bnrning bouses and it was light 
enough out of doors to read coarse 
print. 
The groom 
alte r learning on the 
Wednesday of the earthquake that his 
betrothed and her family had escaped 
injury, left to aid his sister in O ak­ 
land. 
He promised to retu rn that 
afternoon, but it was m idnight before 
he finally arrived. 
The bride-elect, 
meanwhile, was torm ented by agoniz­ 
ing tears for his safety. 
With the other men of the house­ 
hold, 
the groom-to-be stood guard 
over the portable bonseboid goods on 
the sidewalk and watched the approach 
of, the fire. 
The breakfast table was 
set over night, and 'Thursday morning 
the last breakfast in tíre old home 
ushered in the wedding day. 
The 
meal was scarcely finished when tho 
firemen ordered them to vacate the 
premises. 
R etreating across Vau Ness 
avenue, they saw and heard her home 
dynam ited in tbe vain effort to stay 
the on-rushing flames. 
On this fire 
fro ntier they secured a cart, 
which

DROWNED IN STOCKTON. 


Geo Tonzi ot lone Meets Death 


Baths.

The drowning of George Toniz of 
lone in tbe main tank of the Stock­ 
ton Hot Mineral Batbs last Saturday 
afternoon has given many persons in 
this city opportunity to censure the 
management of that place of amuse­ 
ment for tbe lax methods employed 
by it in the maintaining of its busi­ 
ness relation to the public. 
An in­ 
quest was held yesterday over tbe re­ 
mains of the deceased and after much 
evidence was heard regarding the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the drown­ 
ing, the coroner’s jury took it upon 
itself in making 
a record of its 
deliberations to incorporate in its 
verdict the foregoing findings: 
“ That George Tonzi came to his 
death by accidental drowDiug. We, 
the jury, further find that no avail­ 
able method was at hand by wbicb 
deceased could have been saved. We, 
the jury, further find that bad any of 
the appliances usually furnished by 
the management of public bathing 
places been available, those present 
could probably have saved the life oí 
the deceased.” 
Those who witnessed tho drowning 
of the young man say that the only 
help offered him was by one of his 
companions who after struggling with 
him tor a short time determined that 
his own life was in peril, aud that to 
secure his own safety it was urgent 
that he escape from the clutches ot 
the drowning youth. It may be sug 
gested that there was an expert swim­ 
mer or attendant on hand at the time 
of the drowning, and if this be so he 
was certainly negligent in not making 
an attempt to save the young man’s 
life as soon as it was apparent that all 
was not well with him. 
The tank at the baths is a small 
affair and it should be easy to rescue 
a drowning person especially when in 
broad daylight and while all tbs cir­ 
cumstances attending the drowning 
are either apparent or easily ascer­ 
tained. In the instance of this young 
man’s drowning it was three-quarters 
of an hour or more before his body 
was recovered, and even then with 
the greatest difficulty. 
Tbe obsequies over the remains were 
held Sunday morning at 10 o’clock 
from the funeral chapel ot Rogers & 
Wallace under the auspices of the 
faculty ot the Stockton Business 
College, of which institution the 
deceased had been a student for the 
past six months. The remains were 
expressed to lone on the noon traiD 
for interment. 
The funeral was 
attended by the students of the col­ 
lege, while the pall-bearers were com­ 
posed of the following members of 
the faculty: F. O. Gardner, W. W. 
Kennedy, George W. Grupe, P. A. 
Hrion and R. W. Geaiey, and Frank 
Perry.—Stockton Independent.

investigations in the Le Doux murder 
case. Neither of tbe officers will say 
anything regarding their movements, 
but somehow or other it has leaked 
out that tbey went to Arizona to look 
up some important evidence to be 
used in the trial of the case.

We find members of this order in 
every part of the globe, in places as 
far apart from each other as they 
L-au be. It is the prevailing and dom­ 
inant order of vegetable life, the most 
highly finished and the most success­ 
ful family of plants. And the dande­ 
lion is one of the most perfect forms 
belonging to it. 
It is the head and crown of tbe vege­ 
table kingdom, as man is tbe head and 
crown of tbe animal creation, aud it is 
curious howr this highest type of plant 
is always found only where man, the 
highest type of animal life, is found 
and where he dwells and cultivates the 
soil. It is never found apart from 
him. It follows him wherever he goes 
—to America, Australia and New Zea­ 
land—and there in the new home it be­ 
comes a silent but eloquent reminder 
of tbe dear old land he may never see 
again.—Exchange.

What is supposed to be an acci­ 
dental shooting occurred at the Oneida 
mine last Wednesday evening, about 
eight o’clock. Alter their days work 
is finished some of the Austrian 
miners are accustomed to assemble 
around the bunk house, and getting 
out their firearms indulge in a little 
target practice. 
Wednesday they 
were out practicing. 
A number of 
shots were fired, no one paying any 
attention to what they were shooting 
at. 
About the tim e they 
were 
through one of the Austrians stepped 
trorn the door of his room,which is in 
a direct line with the hoisting works, 
and about two hundred and fifty 
yards distant. He fired a shot, seem­ 
ingly at nothing in particular. 
At 
the hoist were standing at the time, 
two or three men talking. 
As the 
shot was fired one of the men fell; 
the bullet had struck him in the hip. 
The unfortunate man was taken to 
the bunk house, and Dr. Gail hastily 
sent for. 
Sheriff Norman was also 
summoned. 
Dr. Gall examined the 
man, and probed for the bullet, but 
did not locate it. 
it bad evidently 
embedded itself some three to four 
inches. 
An investigation by sheriff 
Norman revealed the taot that none 
of the men seemed to kDow anything 
about any gun or gun shots. As if by 
magio all the weapons disappeared, 
although 
it is known there were 
several around a short tim e before. 
Sheriff Norman succeeded in locating 
a revolver, 
of the Iver-Johnson 
pattern, a 32-caliber five shooter. He 
found it hid in the trunk of a tree, 
near the railroad track. No inform­ 
ation being volunteered by any of the 
men, he threatened to take them all 
to town. That had the desired effect. 
The owner ot the weapon then ad­ 
mitted he had fired one shot and bis 
cousin two shots. They were brought 
in by the sheriff, and are being held 
until the district attorney returns, 
and the seriousness of the wound can 
be determined. 
The two men aie 
cousins, Bias Churich, and L. Chu- 
rich. 
This morning they told the 
sheriff that one had fired font shots 
and the other one, which would show 
that the revolver had been fullv 
loaded. 
The wounded man is cn Italian, 
named D. Barbero, twenty four years 
of age. 
He bas only been in this 
country six months. 
He was em ­ 
ployed at the tim e of the shooting on 
the 1. and E. R. K. as a section hand, 
and lived at the same boarding house 
with the miners. 
G. Buonacorsi, the 
proprietor of the boarding bouse, 
said he knew of no trouble or ani­ 
mosity between the two men. 
It is 
thought that it was purely accidental, 
although it showed carelessness on 
the part of the individual that, did it, 
in shooting toward any building. 
Superintendent Hampton of the mine, 
says that he bad warned the men to 
be careful and not shoot towards the 
buildings. 
Dr. Gall states that he may be all 
right in a few days, unless unforseen 
com plications arise, 
which would 
make his recovery more doubtful 
The authorities will bold the two 
men until 
further developments. 
The patient was resting well at last 
accounts.

Death ot Mrs. G. W. Humphreys. 
The tragic death ot Mrs George 
Humphreys, which occurred iu Oak­ 
land, April 21 190(1, where she had 
recently gone to reside, cast a gloom 
over the entire community where the 
most of her life was spent. 
On the 
evening of her death, Ettie, as she was 
known by all her friends, was accom­ 
panying a friend to East Oakland that 
they might obtain a pass to San Fran­ 
cisco, to locate relatives who had lost 
their homes during the disatser, but 
as she neared her destination she rose 
from her seat on the outside of the 
car while iu motion, and was thrown 
to the sidewalk, striking her head on 
the pavement, 
which 
resulted in 
almost instant death. Friends quick­ 
ly gathered and ail that loving band? 
could do was of no avail, they could 
not stay the hand of death. 
The deceased, whose maiden name 
was Ettie Russell, was born February 
21, 1870, in tfie state of Ohio, being 
at the time of her death aged 30 years 
2 months. Her parents came to Cali­ 
fornia during her infancy, settliug 
for awhile near Buena Vista, but soou 
moved to Ghico, where they resided 
until the death of her mother, which 
occurred in the year of 1880, after 
which the fam ily returned to Buena 
Vista. 
Ettie, then a child ot niue 
years,was taken into the home of Mrs 
Wm. Cook, where she lived several 
years, but later found a new home 
with Mr and Mrs J. U. Norris, where 
she lived until her marriage to the 
latter’s brother in the year 1890. The 
most of her married life as well a 
her girlhood days was spent neai 
Buena Vista. 
She leaves a husbaud, 
George Humphrejs, and two boys, 
Miles and Jim m ie, aged fourteen and 
twelve years respectively; a father 
David Bussell, and five sisters, Mr.- 
Ella Buydson of Oakland, Mrs Carrie 
Petty of Lodi, Mrs Ina Richey o: 
Merced, Mrs Aida Jackland and Marj 
Bussell of British Columbia. Mis 
Humphreys was 
a noble woman, 
always ready and willing to lend a 
helping band to those in need, and a 
loving mother, her first thought being 
of her boys. 
The remains were brought to lone 
for interment and laid to rest by the 
side of her mother, Kev. Hinkson 
of the Presbyterian church conduct­ 
ing the funeral services. The sym ­ 
pathy of her many friends is extended 
to those who are left in their bereave­ 
ment.—Buena Vista Correspondent.

There is no truth in the 
report current that ail single men 
working at the Kennedy would be 
required to board at the company 
boarding bouse. It is expected, when 
everything is completed, that from GO 
to 75 men will be acoomodated there, 
of their own free choice, and without 
any pressure whatever from any 
quarter.

The Amador County Bank opened 
its doors for business on Monda} 
morning, for the first time since the 
Sau Francisco disaster. 
The legal 
holidays are still in force, but tbit 
does not prevent the banks from 
doing business if they so desire 
At 
there was no further necessity ol 
handicapping the local business in­ 
terests by keeping closed, and hav­ 
ing made all arrangements with bank; 
belcw in regard to the issuance ol 
drafts, the Jackson institution threw 
its doors ajar for business. 
At 
anticipated, there was not the leasl 
indications of a panic. There was no 
line of depositors in sight anxious to 
withdraw their money. 
Indeed, it 
was noised around that the bank was 
sufficiently fortified bv strong finan­ 
cial institutions below, that every 
depositor could have got his money 
in short order, if there had been any 
tendency toward a movement in that 
direction. 
But there was nothing oi 
the sort.. In fact the money deposited 
far exceeded the amouut withdrawn. 
This outcome shows the wisdom oi 
the legal holidays. 
Tbere is m 
doubt, that in the first days of excite­ 
ment following the disaster in San 
Francisco, had the bank attempted 
to do business as usual, there would 
have been a rush of depositors for 
their money. 
But the panicky feel­ 
ing has subsided, and theie is no 
effort to divert money from the 
ordinary chauuels beyond the actual 
requirements of current business. 
The city banks are doing business 
only in a lim ited way. It is believed 
the legal holidays will be continued 
until the first of next montb, by 
which time it will be deemed per­ 
fectly safe to open the vaults. There 
is no fear whatever of any failure of 
the commercial banks. 
There is no 
telling when the saving banks will 
get on their teet for regular business. 


Runaway Accident. 
Last Friday evening at abont six 
o’clock Jack Weddel, who is em ploy­ 
ed at the Kennedy mine had an 
accident that might have resulted 
seriously, but fortunately did not. 
Mr Weddel, his wife and daughter, 
were going from the Kennedy mine to 
their home near Sutter Creek. 
They 
were riding in a single rig, and *wheu 
opposite the rock crusher the horse 
took fright, and became unmanage­ 
able. When he did come to a stop it 
was against a telephone pole. 
The 
shock threw the occupants out. 
Mr 
Weddel suffered the most, being 
bruised very badly. 
At first it was 
thought he had some ribs broken, but 
upon examination it was found not 
so. 
Mrs Weddel and daughter’s in­ 
juries consisted of numerous bruises 
and a severe shaking up. 
All are ou 
the road to recovery, and glad it was 
uo worse. 
Mr Weddel is a brother- 
in-law of Ben Gilbert of Jackson. 
Numerous com plaints 
have 
been 
made iu regard to the rock crusher. 
It is said the sudden noise ot throw­ 
ing iu a load has started more than 
one horse on a run. 


Herbert A. Kirkpatrick, the well 
known operator of Electia, returned 
from San Francisco Thursday even­ 
ing. Mr Kirkpatrick was at Electra 
at the time of the earthquake, and 
left here to seek for his brother, 
Gerald, who was reported missing 
His remains were found the sixth day 
alter the disaster. 
Gerald was an 
electrician, twenty years ot age. His 
death was due to the collapsing of 
the building he was working iu ou 
the morning of the eighteenth. He 
was on night shift, which accounted 
for his being tbere at that hour. The 
fnneral took place at Redwood City. 
Mr Kirkpatrick states that the death 
list is much longer*than is thought by 
people ou the outside. He states that 
one undertaking establishm ent bad 
requests to bury one hundred and 
twenty as soon as the remains could 
be recovered. 


Mail Weigher. 
C. H. Adams, who is a native ot 
Amador county, his birthplace being 
Volcauo, is now engaged in the postal 
department, as mail weigher between 
Jackson and San Francisco. 
For a 
mouth or more previously he had 
beeu ruuuiug between San Francisco 
and lone, but last week his run was 
extended to the terminus of the 1. & 
E. road at Martells. 
He made his 
ioitial trip between these two points 
last Sunday. His duty is to weigh on 
the cars all mail matter received 
between the two points. 
He makes 
the round trip every day—one day 
on the up trip, and returning the 
following day. 
He was in San Fran­ 
cisco when the shake-up occurred, 
living at his mother’s place at 17th 
and Market. The earthquake shook 
the building some, but did not do 
rnuoh damage, except in breaking 
some crockery thrown trorn the 
shelves. 
The building escaped the 
fire, the flames reaching to within 
two blocks. 
The fam ily, however, 
camped on the hills tor two nights, 
before returning to their home. Since 
he left Amador county iu 1898, C. H. 
Adams has been school teaching in 
Sonoma county, and also in a strong 
Mormon district in Arizona. 
He 
afterwards 
was appointed 
U. S. 
guager fortheseoond internal revenue 
district of California. 


A Fatal Ending.

Mr Hansen was a native of D en­ 
mark and 50 years of age.

mains were sent to lone on Sunday 
morning. 
The funeral taking place 
at two o'clock from the I. O. O. F. 
hall, deceased being a member of the 
lone lodge of that organization. 
A 
large cortege following the remains to 
their last resting place, many attend­ 
ing from Jackson and vicinity.

Red Top Gravel M ine.—A partial 
clean-up of this gravel mine at Pine 
Grove, commonly known as the 
Wheeler claim, was made last week. 
The sluice boxes were cleaned up of 
their contents of gold, but the bed 
rock was not touched to any extent. 
The amount secured we have not 
heard, but interested parties express 
themselves as well satisfied with the 
output so far. 
Mr Murcbie, the 
manager iu charge, is a thoroughly 
experienced miner in this class of 
work, and there is a general opinion 
that the operations of this company 
bid fair to be successful from a mone­ 
tary point of view. Should this do- 
sirable result be secured, it will prove 
a great help to Pine Grove, as there 
is a vast amount of ground to be 
worked, the auriferous channel cover­ 
ing from 20 to 30 acres, included 
within the mining claim. 
¡ Kennedy.—Sinking at this mine is 
in progress, and was started early in 
the month. It is intended to sink 
one hundred and fitty feet at least. 
This will carry the shaft down to the 
3000 level, by long adds the deepest 
gold mine in the country. 
There 
are deeper quartz mines in Australia. 
At Bendigo they are working 4000 feet 
below tbe surface. 
L ittle trouble is 
experienced in the Kennedy on ae- 
oount of tbe increased beat conse­ 
quent upon depth. 
This problem, 
which is a very serious one in some 
places, is not bothersume locally. 
Tbe geological formation bas much to 
do with the temperature. 
It does 
not depend entirely, or even mainly, 
upon depth. With a good circulation 
of air, the workers In tbe lower levels 
are little more inconvenienced than 
those at one-half its depth. 
Del M onte.—At the meeting of 
directors held this week, it was re­ 
solved to increase the capital stock 
from $100,000 to $300,000. 
A special 
meeting of stockholders bus been 
called for July 9tb, to vote upon tbe 
proposition. A misfortune befell tbe 
company last montb in tbe destruc­ 
tion of tbe assay office by accidental 
fire. 
Tbe loss is about $500, fully 
covered by insurance. 
At the same 
time, a quantity of amalgam kept 
in tbe assay office, and valued at 
about $400, was lost. .D uring the tire 
it was upset, aud went down tbe hill. 
A new compressor has been received 
at the Kennedy mine. 
It will be 
placed in position as soon sa the 
necessary cement required can be 
bad. At tbe present tim e cemont is a 
soarce article in tbe n^arket.

Gas had as much difficulty In m aking 
its w ay in New York city apparently 
as did the steel fram ed skyscraper. In 
each case it required a m an who had 
the courage of his convictions to prove 
th at it w as safe, bu t when once it was 
shown th a t the benefits w ere greater 
than the dangers gas and skyscrapers 
took their places as necessities. In the 
case of the skyscraper the designer had 
to convince the ow ner, who had be­ 
come som ew hat fearful of the success 
of his venture because of the com­ 
m ents of his friends, by signing a lease 
for an office on the top floor for a 
loug term of years. In the case of gas, 
although it had been used in London 
and other A m erican cities before it 
w as introduced into New York, Sam ­ 
uel Leggett, the president of the com­ 
pany th a t proposed to bring the much 
feared illum lnant into use here, had to 
prove its liarm lessuess 
in 
his own 
house. 
This w as in 1823. 
II is'heroism attracted a good deal of 
attention and proved to he a good ad­ 
vertisem ent, for hundreds if not thou­ 
sands of persons visited the house to 
see the illum iuant which w as said to be 
so much better than candles and fish 
oil lamps. 
The house w as in the up­ 
tow n fashionable q uarter of the city, 
on Cherry hill. 
It w as at 7 Cherry 
street, only a few doors below the big. 
square Franklin House, in which P res­ 
ident W ashington lived w hen New 
York w as the capital, and near the cel­ 
ebrated Cherry gardens. It w as a n ar­ 
row, three story and attic brick struc­ 
ture w ith tw o dorm er windows. 
An 
abutm ent of the Brooklyn bridge now 
occupies the site. 
Stories of the explosive character of 
gas lmd spread w ithout the aid of a 
press 
agent, 
and persons hesitated 
about having the pipes run through 
their houses. 
They w ere willing to 
have some one else m ake the experi­ 
ment, however, and curious enough to 
visit the house of the venturesom e one 
to see w hat happened. 
For tlic time 
being all roads in the evening seemed 
to lead to Mr. Leggett’s house. Croups 
gathered outside In the darkened street 
to w itness the process of ‘‘lighting up.” 
Many a couple from the other fashion­ 
able quarter, S tate street and the foot 
of Broadw ay, gave up the evening walk 
along the B attery to w end their way 
up P earl street in the moonlight to 7 
Cherry street to see the novelty. There 
wore eager visitors from surrounding 
tow ns. Mr. Leggett w as not uverse to 
showing people how much better gas 
w as than any other form of Illum lnant 
by taking them through the house. 
' This fact, becoming known through­ 
out the city, added to the num ber of 
visitors, and not Infrequently when 
Mr. Leggett, basking in the light of no­ 
toriety In his draw ing room, saw faces 
peering in a t him from the outer d ark ­ 
ness ho would go to the door and in­ 
vite those w ithout to come in. 
It was 
several 
years 
before 
the prejudice 
against gas could be altogether wiped 
out.—New York Tribune.

One m orning late in 'June I 
climbed to the top of our house 
to look around the country, re­ 
lates Russell M. Coryell, in St.Nich- 
olas. 
I had not been there long 
when I felt a rush of air on my 
head and I saw a chimney-swift, 
im properly called a chlmney-swal 
low, 
flying 
away for another 
swoop at me. I then realized th at 
I m ust be near its nest, and look­ 
ing down a chimney near by, I 
saw, after my eyes had become 
used to the light, a nest within 
three feet of the top with five pure 
w hite eggs about half an inch 
long in it. It was the first tim e I 
had ever known a chimnev-swift to 
build so near the top of a chimney, 
for it usually builds some few feet 
down where there is a bend which 
keeps out the rain th a t would 
soften the glue with which the nest 
is held together. 
I thought it would be interest­ 
ing to take a picture of the nest, 
and this being such a good chance, 
I did so, much to the dislike of the 
birds, who kept making swoops 
a t me. 
The nest of a chimney-swift is 
not made, like th a t of m ost birds, 
of hair, leaves or grass, hut of 
small twigs which the sw ift gath­ 
ers while flying, and which are 
stuck together with the bird’s sa 
liva, which is glutinous. 
It is very interesting to w atch a 
sw ift, which is a rem arkably good 
flyer. 
It never seems to tire and 
never rests except when it is on 
the nest. It is on the wing all the 
day and is said sometimes to fly a 
thousand miles in 24 hours. Chim 
ney sw ifts are good friends of the 
insurance companies because they 
knock the soot down and make it 
less easy for the chimney to catch 
fire.
